In'their fight the Japanese burned 


their supply depots In three villages 
and retreated, pursued by Cossacks, 
as far as the Taltse rlv«Jr. The Japa- 
nese losses were about fifty killed and 
100 wounded. The Cossacks destroyed\ 
a Japanese telegraph line and occu- 
pied the village of Suldun, about seven 
and one-half miles southeast, of Tslnk- 
hctchen.

congress will be called to order by 
President Pro' Tom. Fryo in the sun.' 
ate and by Speaker Cannon In 
t la- 


house. 
When the gavels of tho pre- 


siding officers summon tho senators 
and representatives to duty nearly 
every member will be In his seat, but 
only routine business will bo tran- 
sacted. The chaplains will pray, the 
rolls will bo called, the regular res- 
olutions of notification will bo passed, 
committees to Inform the president 
will bo appointed and adjournment 
will follow out of respect for tho de- 
ceased members. 


Tho president's message generally 


Is received and read the first day, 
but the senate Is punctilious In cer- 
tain njntters and Is almost sure to 
adjourn as a tribute of respect to 
Senator* Hoar of 'Massachusetts and 
Quay of Pennsylvania.

General Wynn^ It reads as follows: 


"For a number of years the post- 


(fllee department hr.s admitted to the 
malls advertisements and other mat- 
ter concerning so-ftilled 'guessing' or 
estimating' contests. The question nf 
whether or not these schemes are lot- 
teries lias several times hiwn present- 
ed to the attorney general, who held 
that they were not lotteries within the 
meaning of (he poKlal iottc.-ry act. 
\"ln view of two recent cases. In 
which the Supreme'Court and the New 
York Court of Appeals rendered opln-. 
Ions, the Postiinistnr.'General whs war- 
ranged In again submitting the ques- 
tion* to the attorney general. 


"Following the opinion in these two 


cases the attorney general now holds 
Ihnt the schemes are lotteries. It Is 
lierefore IncumbentJiioon the postof- 
(Ice department to'.enforce the law.
